Fifty of Them Come Within Une of 
Trouncing Their E:»peror. 

A few weeks ago the young -mpcror 
of China had a narrow es¢ap> from 4 
thorough trouncing, if not wor5°, «% the 
hands of a party of beggars in hi» capl- 
tal. It is a favorite pastime o: the 
young Emperor to wander in Ordinary 
Chinese clothes through the streets of 
l’eking, to lounge around the corners 
and to drink bis tea in the most « rowed 
restaurants, in order that he may lcarn 
what his subjects think of biw aud his 
(fovernment. He runs no risk of hav- 
ing his identity discovered while he is 
thus doing the town, for in Peking the 
art of photography is not practiced, and 
consequently the people at large bave 
no idea of the personal appearance of 
their sovereign. 

The Emperor had got buta short dis- 
tance from his palace on one of these 
trips of investigation late in the after- 
noon of last Devember 28, when he saw 
a Chinese beggar pickinz the pocket of 
a respectable merchant. The Emperor 
promptly caught the beggar by the back 
of his blouse, cuffed his ears and forced 
him to feturn to the mercliuat the stuff 
stolen from his pocket. Now this per- 
formance of the Emperor was much 
more remarkable in Peking than it 
would haye been in any other bis city 
of the world, for in Peking beggars and 
pickpockets are protected by a kind of 
unwritten law. Beggary is recognized 
as a perfectly legitimate empioyment, 
and the beggars,constitute a guild 
which has for its e object the mu- 
tua] protection of all members of the 
craft. 
beggar in the prosecution of his em- 
ployment exposes himself to the 
vengeance of the guild. This vengeance 
generally takes the rough-and-ready 
form of the flogging of the interloper at 
the hands of as many beggars as the 
beggar who has been interfered with 
can immediately summon to his assist 
ance. 

Of course the young Emperor knew 
nothing about this abuse, which ob- 
tained many decades ago in his big cap- 
ital. After cuffing the beggar’s ears he 
went hie way quite unapprehensive, 
and brought up in a restaurant but a 
few rods from the scene of the row. He 
had hardly taken the first sip of his 
cup of tea when every one in the restau- 
vant was startled by a wild hullabaloo. 
The landlord went to the door. He 
found fifty beggars before his house 
under 
whose ears the Emperor had boxed. 
They ordered the landlord to hand over 


immediately to them the young man | 


who had offended against all tbe un- 
written laws and precedents of the 
Peking guild of beggars. The landlord 
recognized their demand as perfectly 
legitimate, and hurried to quell the 
disturbance by delivering up the of- 
fender. The young Emperor, however, 
objected very strenuously to being de- 
livered up, and while making his re- 
monstrances spoke such superfine 
Chinese that the landlord perceived he 
had to do with the son of some big-wig. 
As a special favor, therefore, he offered 
to parley with the band of beggars till 
their intended victim Gould summon 
‘ome of his friends to his assistance. 

The Emperor giacdiy acvépued tue sug- 
vetion. lie dispatched a messenger at 
vnce to the Governor of the palace com- 
manding him to hurry to the spot with 
two companies of soldiers. The Gov- 
ernor and the soldiers came, rescued 
their Emperor, and lugged the fifty 
beggars off to jail. The landlord got 
$250 for his consideration, The leader 
of the beggars and threeof his com- 
rades, who helped him demand the Em- 
peror from the landlord, were executed 
the next day. The rest of the rioters 
were imprisoned for terms between five 
and ten years each. The Emperor has 
given orders to the Peking officials that 
the authorized system of begging must 
go.—N. Y. Sun. ; 


VERY BAD ENGLISH. 


Lasy Habits inte Which Many Writers 
Have Permitted Themselves to Fall. 
Why English writers, talkers and 

printers should persist in ignoring the 

past tenses of so many verbs in daily 
use passes comprehension, so needless 
and so anomalous is the lazy and incor- 
rect habit into which some good writers 
as well as the vulgar have permitted 
themselves to fall. “I bid him to doit 
now” is correct, but “I bid him do it 
yesterday,” in which the present tense 
is used instead of bade in the past, isan 
indefensible corruption. Among the 
verbs which have been deprived of their 
past tenses and their preterites may be 
specified: to bet, to beat, to let, tospread, 
to shed, tecut, to putand toshut. There 
are no grammatical or any othcr reasons 
why they should not have been among 
the verbs which have inflexions in other 
languages, but never had in English, 
though they ought..to have had if in- 
telligent grammarians had had the orig- 
inal ordering of the language. ‘‘Can” 
and “must” have not even the infini- 
tive ‘to can” and “to must.” “Can” 
has & past tense (‘“‘could”) but nofuture, 
which can only be rendered by the para- 
phrase “I shall be able,” or “It will be 
in my power.” ‘‘Must” has neither a 
past nor a future—‘‘l must deo it to-day” 
has to be putin the past tense by the 
round-about locution, ‘Il was obliged to 
do it,” or “It was necessary that | should 
do it.” while the future of the verb 
falloir, which is the corresponding case, 
in the more precise language of the 

French is il faut, becoming il faudra in 

the future, is in English only to be ex- 

pressed by a parapbrase, expressive both 
of compulsion and obligation in futurity.
